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DOES PORFIORD NEEDIA MOWN ASSISTANT ? 


In New Hampshire there are at least 60 towns, ranging in popu- 
lation from 30,000 to less than 1,000, that have incorporated an ad- 
ministrative position into their form of town government. The reasons 
for this are, in part! 


increasing burdens placed on local town officials to comply with 
ever-changing state, federal and county rules and regula- 
tions; 

increased routine forms and filing; 

greater need for accessibility to town officials both by local 
citizens and outside officials; 

increased responsibility for overseeing and preparing escalating 
town budgets; 

inability to attract and retain people to the position of selectmen. 

The list is endless. 


A town assistant does not replace the need for selectmen whose 
main function is to establish and enforce policy for the town or per- 
form the duties of the Town Clerk. Rather a town assistant serves the 
town under the supervision of the selectmen, performing duties and 
functions tailored to the needs of the community. 


The problems cited above clearly parallel the situation in 
Orford. 


A town assistant would prepare all financial transactions (pay- 
roll, files, yield taxes, vouchers, budgets, etc.) for final approval 
by the selectmen during regular office hours. 


There is no question that Orford is growing and the demands 
placed on our selectmen are becoming overwhelming, unrealistically 
burdening them with responsibilities best performed by an adminis- 
trator. 


Accepting our present growth, it is our recommendation that 
the town hire a town assistant to assume the daily administrative 
duties and who can be a liaison between the elected town officials and 
the taxpayer they serve.

Once again, this board finds itself in the middle of great 
change. Every aspect of local government is taking on new and signi- 
ficant dimensions. The underlying theme still remains the same, 
however. Government in Orford is subjected to significantly increas- 
ing demands with little change in available resources, both human and 
financial. To solve this problem is going to take a renewed commit- 
ment on behalf of the citizens of Orford. 

In the Selectmen's office, we find that the problems we are 
addressing are more sophisticated and require more substantial 
record keeping and documentation than ever before. It has not become 
any easier to find candidates willing to take on this responsibility. 
Just look at the number of candidates on your ballot this year. To 
this end, we have inserted Article 41, to find someone that might do 
similar functions for other towns and work part-time for the Town of 
Orford. This professional assistant would become proficient in stay- 
ing ahead of the flood of forms, and would learn where to look for 
assistance because of his similar experiences in the several Towns 
he serves. The selectmen's position then becomes one of policy mak- 
ing and solving problems rather than pushing paper. 

The reappraisal ordered by the State of New Hampshire will 
require a substantial commitment of both time and money. The mere 
act of searching for a qualified firm to perform this task in a fair and 
equitable manner at the best price has required two mass mailings 
and probably one more before the task is completed. This, however, 
is only the beginning. The New Hampshire Constitution requires a 
reappraisal every 5 years. Is the Town going to be willing to make 
this commitment every 5 years? The State certainly is not going’ to 
bail us out. 

Town planning has taken on a new look. We are still settling 
the Stonehouse Mountain subdivision which has cost the Town over 
$3500.00 in legal fees not to mention the donated time of the Town 
Officers involved. The Board of Selectmen suddenly must watch its 
exposure to having the County Commissioners lay out a road requir- 
ing the Town to be liable for the maintenance of that road regardless 
of the condition of the road. The past year has opened up that potential 
in at least three other subdivisions in Town. 

The State is putting increasing pressure on both the Police 
Department and the Fire Department to maintain a certain level of 
training of all of its members. These standards are readily obtainable 
by full-time paid departments, but not so in part-time and all-volunteer 
departments. The equipment owned by the Town in these departments 
is old and will require added attention in the future. The personal and 
financial commitments are substantial and will be required. Will the 
Town be ready? 

In the last few years, the Town has begun a program to ag- 
gressively address these problems in the Highway Department. We 
feel that though this program is adequate, it must not be compromised. 
Failure to continue to bring Town road bridges in line with State 
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SELECTMEN'S REPORT - page 2 


standards and to provide funds for the replacement of the Road equip- 
ment as it wears will only lead to disaster. The flooding this summer 
demonstrated how fragile our equipment is and that the State of New 
Hampshire is not going to be there to help us out. Problems, as they 
arise, will have to be solved by the resources within the Town. We 
can not afford, again, to be caught as we were this summer. 

Solid waste disposal is another problem looming over the 
Town. Our legal challenge to the closing of our Dump has saved the 
Town thousands of dollars to date, but we are coming to the end of 
our rope. The available alternatives will be costly, not to mention 
cost of capping. To date, we have not even heen able to pin down the 
requirements for capping our dump. Estimates range from $25, 000 to 
well over $80,000. We feelthat the currently available alternatives to 
our open burning dump are only short-term solutions and do not ade- 
quately address the real problem. Here again, the solution will have 
to come from the Town and its available resources. 

We have but glazed over the tip of the problems facing the 
Town in the near future. The challenge is great, but so is the Town of 
Orford. Our greatest resources are the people of Orford. To meet 
these challenges, we need the involvement of everyone of you, working 
in a constructive manner to solve the problems of Town Government. 
We cannot afford to have our resources consumed over differences of 
personality and opinion. The challenge is ours.

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Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State 
Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative 
forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open fire 
could be kindled when the ground is free from snow without the written 
permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated 
that anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be liable 
for the damage caused and subject to a $1, 000 fine. 

During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has 
remained unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered 
with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. Per- 
sons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable 
for damages caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a $1,000 fine. 

This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly 
to our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

Annual Police Report and 1985 Proposed Budget 


As of this date, the police department has been deluged with 
over 475 incoming calls ranging from motor vehicle registration in- 
formation to the report of serious crimes. Trying to stay within the 
30-hours-per-week 1984 budget has been virtually impossible due to 
heavy investigation and court-time hours, leaving a small percentage 
of hours for routine patrol and radar which is not only needed more 
frequently, but was also the instigation of many calls to the police 
department. Route 25A is heavily traveled and with its improvement, 
even more time devoted to control will be required. 

The facts and figures below reflect the increase in crime and 
support my contention that Orford needs at least one full-time police 
officer to meet the demands of the public. We also need to be reminded ~ 
that one full-time police officer, and worse yet, one part-time police 
chief DOES NOT give us round-the-clock police coverage. The police 
budget Iam proposing increases my hours only 2 (a total of 32 hours per 
week) OR 4 1/2 hours a day leaving 136.5 hours a week unprotected! 
This department and my duty and ability to serve is only as strong as 
you, the taxpayer, make it. Estimating the population of Orford to be 
925, we are talking about a little under 35¢ a week per person for the 
proposed police budget. I, for one, cannot fathom the Town Meeting 
Day opposition to cut the police budget and police protection which is 
such minimal coverage; yet, the expectancy of immediate police re- 
sponse is literally demanded. This contradiction must be settled. My 
hands are tied - I will diligently do my best to work within the budget, 
but I cannot ignore or set aside too long the calls requiring my ser- 
vices. A feasible budget should be considered to meet these demands 
or discontent is imminent. Priority basis is the way this department 
functions. All calls are urgent and important to the caller; however, 
one must remember that (1) priority, and (2) the hourly limitation 
placed on this department deems a call may not be taken care of for 
literally days. 

The crime figures are high and on the rise. One can only pro- 
ject that the activity will likely remain the same or increase. Naturally 
it would be amiable to project otherwise, but I must be honest and 
forthright. 

I will be required by State law to be certified. Police Standards 
& Training has yet to set the number of hours. The police field demands 
highly trained professionals and Orford is no exception. It is conducive 
to the condition of this department that more time be allotted for 
training. 

One final consideration is the Police Cruiser. Orford's police 
cruiser is neither economical nor practical for the area. It is 4 years 
old (a Hanover discard, if you will) and has 82,000 miles. The cruiser 
gets less than 10 miles per gallon and its longevity can only be pro- 
jected. It is my feeling that the purchase of a small 4-wheel drive 
vehicle be strongly considered as procrastination can only be more 
costly as its trade-in value will be nil the longer we wait. I would 
assume a ''car payment'' would have to be included in a future police 
budget.

There were a total of 618 visits in Orford & Piermont during 
1984. (421 in Orford/197 in Piermont) She traveled 5, 656 miles. 

170 children were seen at Well Child Clinics in 1984. 153 had 
physicals, 75 had immunizations, 64 had blood work, 12 had a urin- 
alysis and 18 had their vision or hearing tested. 

The Orford Community Health Service continues to be a very 
integral part of Orford's services. The visiting nurse made a total of 
618 visits to Orford and Piermont residents which is up about 85% 
from what it was five years ago. This has resulted from an increase 
in hours especially due to our successful contract with the Hanover 
Visiting Nurse Agency. Being contracted with a certified agency al- 
lows Orford to be reimbursed for those visits that are covered by 
Medicare, Blue Cross-Blue Shield, or other insurance agencies. 

We continue to be involved in the Upper Valley's feasibility study 
concerning a regional agency to provide complete services, as opposed 
to the several small agencies that currently operate. We will keep you 
informed of its progress. . 

The Well Child Clinic remains very active and growing, and is ; 
partially funded by a temporary contract with the Lebanon Area Health — 
Care. The clinics occur on the second Thursday of each month from 
9:00 - 11:00 A.M. with the January, March, etc. clinics in Orford, 
and the February, April etc. being in Lyme. A total of 170 Well-Child 
appointments were attended with physicals, immunizations, vision 
and hearing, blood work and urinalysis and dental work provided for 
children ages birth through 6. 

Our visiting nurse, Karen Garrigan, conducts regular blood 
pressure clinics at the Orford Congregational Church on the last 
Thursday of each month from 3:00 - 5:00 P.M. Call her for informa-

TO THE CITIZENS OF GRAFTON COUNTY: 


Grafton County Commissioners submit the following report in 
a continued effort to communicate with you on a more direct basis. 

The county fiscal year 1985 tax rate to towns increased by 6.76% 
mainly due to increased liabilities and mandates for services. One 
reason is that the child placement budget has escalated from $40, 000 
in fiscal year 1982 to over $250, 000 in fiscal year 1985. These costs 
are a direct result of RSA 169 when towns succeeded in getting laws 
changed to place financial responsibility on the counties. Also, the 
settlement statute, RSA 164, was changed regarding accumulating 
days for settlement, so that once the County has liability, the liability 
now remains with the County indefinitely. In addition, as experienced by 
towns and cities, the cost of nursing care has rapidly increased be- 
cause of reduced federal and state funding, and will continue to in- 
crease at the local level with property taxes funding more of these 
services in the future. 

We anticipate some budget relief with the new unified court 
system as soon as total costs of the court operations are fully funded 
by the State as intended in the legislation. 

Because of the increasing unfunded mandated services and the 
unknown nature of federal and state participation in those mandated 
services and the unknown nature of federal and state participation in 
those mandated services, it becomes more difficult each year to bud- 
get in a realistic manner - a problem shared in common with towns 
and cities. 

We are continuing energy conservation measures, with appreci- 
able cost savings to the taxpayers. Window modification, with a five 
year payback, is one of our long term conservation measures, as well 
as modification to the heating control system. 

Correctional needs and facilities are continually monitored 
and reviewed to comply with current standards and regulations. Studies 
have been completed and new construction was not recommended at 
this time. 

In accordance with federal revenue sharing requirements, all 
county facilities and services are regularly reviewed for compliance 
with handicap regulations. 

The Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings every Mond- 
day and encourage public attendance. Grafton County budget is pro- 
cessed through May and June and the Commissioners welcome input 
and strongly recommend your attendance at the public hearing normally 
held in mid-June. 

We appreciate your continued interest and support.
